copy. Tho program hns heen prlntec
In neat pamphlet form, convenlent tt
carry In the pocket, and Is inclosed It
a cover of brlght red, wlth the prlnt-Ing on the front cover done In blacle
and gold, proKentlng a very attractlve
appearance. Copies can bo obtalned bj
addresslng Mark R. Lloyd. genora
managor, or calllng at the ofllce, No
819 East Main Street. As the booklci
containa the condltions and overythlnp
ftlse that need bo known ln regard tc
tho trottlng, paclng and runnlnc
eventa.thlrty in all.it will bo lr
great demand.

Tht
Now Jorsey State Falr waa held foi
many years at Waverly, but was dls-
continued after the Tronton "Interstate
Falr" had attained unuBual pronilnencc
at the Naw Jersey capital. Pennsyl-
vanla's Stato Falr was held from tlie
beginning at Harrlsburg, tho capital
but after an oxperlenco of about twen¬
ty-five years In that clty waa shtftor1
from placo to place, until lt coased tc
be of lmportance through the greatet
aucces.es achleved by such citles at
Allentown, Readlng and Tork, and Hi
axlstenoe onded. Slnoe then .the Penn*
sylvanla Stnte Falr Assoclatlon wn;
incorporatod wlth headquarters al
Bethlehem, where a "State Falr" Ie
held every year, Tho Stato Agricul¬
tural Soclel/ of Pennsylvania, umloi
Whoso auBpic-8 the Stafe* Falr wfts
formerly held, is still a Stato lnstltn-
tlon, but is no longer in -ho business
of hhldlng falrs.

Tlio Hiihjeut ml«lit
lio dropped now wlth mtfoly, but when
we notico tho marked dlfTerniico In
tho prlcea of nll clnsaea of llvo stock
In our markets, nnd rnall.o thls ls duo
largely to dliTereiict-. ln eiualtty, It ,be-
conu'M plaln to nll thnt either tho
knowledgo tlma sprend hroadenst Iias
not boon rlghtly underatood by thoso
for whom It waa Intendod, or cli"\ whilo
understandlng If, they have failed to
put It Into practlco.

Thcreforo, tho problom whlch now
rcrrialns la not so muoh whnt to toll
them nn to how ninko them.the
stock-grnwors nnd fnrmerB.rcallzo
what rpmnrknblo progre*B 'hn« boon
mado In cnttle. for examplo, and to
show how It hns heen made, nnd how
lt wlll bcnellt them pcrsonnlly !f
thoy wlll only tnke ndvantasn of tho
opportunity afforded by thls knowl¬
edgo.
Tho followlng Is eruoted from a ro-

cppt wrlter, who aptly snld: "Otieio
cattlo wero wlld nnd unsultcd to tho
wants of man. They wero lltted for tholr
envlronments.long, lenn, swlft nnd
llorco; they wero nblo to survlve tho
strugglo for exlKtenco until a superlor
force In nature.mnn.camo upon tho
scene and moldcd tho wlld creaturo
as clay In tho handa of tho potter.
,Man flrst tamed the feral boast by
sheer force ot superlor lntelllgence;
protected .hlm from hls .utiglo ene-

mios; fed hlm well; kllled off woak-
llngs; eliBcovercd the laws of hercdity
and strnlghtcned tho ctooltod back nnd
thlgh; fllled out the*Jolnt-i; shortened
tho neck and legB; wldeneld nnd decp-
enert tho chest, anel mado a meat-
growlng machlno nut of thc ratigy.
wlld-cyed dynamo of skln, bonea and
flbre.
Tho wrlter now' desires to discuss

thls meat-growlng machlne. from it
purely buslness, money-maktng point
of vlow, hoping lo henetit nll farmer'*,
who handle llvo stock In thelr system
of farmlnff. It ln noodloHs to sny that
tho farmer who produccs grass, grain
nnd various errops upon hls farm. clors
so wlth tho express purpose of finally
turnlng tlium lnto cash. Tho prolilci
then ls, whnt is the hest methotl of
dolng thls? Shall he aell hlfl crops ln
tho market, Including tho fertlllty
necessarlly taken from hls soil dur¬
lng tho growlng process, or shall ho
convert thoso samo crops Into tho vaat
vnrloty of posslblo products, such na

becf, wool. mutton, pork, cheeBo, ©ggs,
poultry, horses, mules. etc, whlch can

naturally bo marketod moro cheaply
than tho crops they now represent,
nnd at same tlmo, through the medlum
of manure from tho .tablo, retnln tho
greater part of tho fertlllty for tho
benefit ot succecdlng crops?
Tho latter solutloii of tho probtctn

wlll appeal to nll farmers, slnco it ls
a known fact thnt In order to obtnln
tho best results.Ihnt ls. a steady In¬
croase of yielel.tho crops grown on

tho farm must he fed there, In order
to return tho fertlllty to tho soil In thc
shape of fertlllzer.the good stablo
manure.

Thli nocessltates the use of llvo
stock, and thc fnrniT who thus con-

verts hls crops lnto such stock becomes
not only a stock-grower, hut a mnnu-

facturer ln every senso nf the word.
And as tho manufacturer. beforo enter-
ing upon an enterprise, alwny. counts
tho cost, and ls partlcularly careful
to havo the most Improved mnchlnery,
so must the farmer be careful and dls-
creet in his cholce of hls llvo stock.

tho farm products.

By pursulng thls llne of hrecdlng

certaln enmlltles hnvo becomo fixed,
nnd thoro Is no doubt of tho fact that
theso cnttlo can and elo tiimamlt thelr
chnraotorlstlcM to- thelr eloscondntits. In
these dosccnclantn certaln Inherent
qualltles ran not only bn trnccel, but
they can be dop.ndod upon te> do tho
speclCic thlng for whlch they wero

bred. They nre tlio typlcal becf cattlo
of tho present elny, dovelopeid for th*
spcclai purpose of growlng moro hcef,
of a better quality. ln a shortor tlme,
from a speclfled amount of fooel. Year
by yoar they havo beon thus ileveloped
nnd Improved, wlth the ldea of enabllng
tho farmer. to sccuro butter prlces fur
hls fnrm products.

In tho same manner lt ls er-sy to
trnco tho dovolopment nnd Improve¬
ment'of Iho varlous domestlc anlmals,
aa to-dny wc havo Improved dalry,
cows, horses, hogs nnd shoep, each
vnrlety bred for special plirposos. nnd
elolng tho best work In Us partlcular
lino by reasOh of tho inh.ront quality
for whlch they were brod.
Too ofton tli».. fafmer ls cnrcloss ln

thls niattor. Ho Is satlslled to neenpt
aiiytliing In tho way ot stock. regard-
losH of CXistlhg condltions Whilo at
market he wants tho' bost prlces for
hls crops, nor does ho part wlth them
until such Is forthcomlng, yet, lt he-
dectdes to feod tho sald crops to llvo
stock ho apparently losos tho dlscorn-
inont dlsplaycd at market, and ls ln-
dllTcrent to tho fact that ho Is foodlng
hls crops to inforlor anlmals, whlch
wlll never brlng oven n falr prlco ln
return for tho food consumed. It ls
lmposslble to undorstand why a farmer
should feed a _\ow a year. whon her
mllk productlon "for that tlmo wlll not
oven pny hor board. Yet lt ls a known
fact that many a dalry hord ln thls
country ls not making enough to pay
for the food consumed, and yet tho
farmers keep tlie same hord year aftor
year, raroly maklng oxpensos, when
they could he in possession of a herd
whlch would pay n .virgo prlce for tho
food consiimed.

lt ls usolcss to attempt to grow good
beef to bc sold at a proflt from dalry
cattle, anel equally lmpo-slhlo to rcap
prnlUnblo~re.sult_ whon using boof-breel
cows for dalry purposes. Thls may bo
sald of ovory varlety and brcoel of do¬
mestlc anlmals, nnd slnce each haa
its special place nnd partlcular llno of
work the farmer must conform to thls
fact In order to got tho bost results
anel best prlces for hls crops.
Thon, slnco lt has boon, and ls con-

ptnntly belng, dumonstrnted that In
handllng llvo stock tho best results aro
obtalifed by having Improvod stock,
tho pure brod as far as posslble, lt
behooves our fnrmers to breed thelr do¬
mestlc anlmals, no matter what may bo
tho varlety oj- broad. wlth that ond ln
view. determlned that thelr cropa shall
go to feod no Inforlor anlmal whon
lt Is possiblo to have tho Improved
stock; aud Blnco only tho wealthy can
buy tho reglHtcrod mnlo and fomale,
the cheapest and fc*;st' plan ls for tho
farmers to begin by eelectlng tho best
of thelr fomales as dams nnd cross
thom wlth a reglstered male.
Thls can bo dono by nll of our farm¬

ers, and nppllcs to onch and overy
breeel or varlety of domestlc anlmals.
For example, a man has Hevoral vory

ordinary cows, of no known breods.
He crosses thom wlth a reglstered
Gucrnsey bull, and as a result of thls
cross the offsprlng wore, of courso,
hnlf-hrod. When thoso holfors ma-
tiired, ho crossod them wlth a Gucrn¬
sey bull, belng careful to get ono of
purcst blood, and as a result of thls
cross tho offsprlng was threo-tjuarter-
brcd nnd beautlful spcclmcns of tho
Gucrnsey breed. In this way, ln a
fow yenrs' tlme, ho had a fino dalry
herd of practlcally puro-brod Guern-
soys. But whilo thus Improvlng tho
hord, lt ls all-!mportant that no grado
nialos bo tlacd for hrecdlng purposes,
as lt wlll bo aoon that when thls la
done thu hord falls back lnstead Of ad-
vanclng tn grade. The only safo plan
Ia to dispoBO of all grade malos, so far
as breodlng purposes nro concerned,
and breed only to reglstered mnles.
In thls manner all our farmers have

it ln tholr powor to havo improved
stock at llttlo or no addltlonal c'xpense,
as they would breed tholr stock ln
any case.
